III. Claims 65, 67 and 69, drawn to another HCV polynucleic acid molecule encoded 
by SEQ ID NO: 50 or its complement and method for using the same, classified in 
class 536 , subclass 23.1. 

IV. Claims 66 and 70, drawn to a polypeptide of HCV, classified in class 536, 
subclass 23.72. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

3. Inventions I-IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions of groups I-IV are directed to the structurally and functionally different products, i.e. 
the polynucleic acid molecule of Group I is SEQ ID NO: 51, the polynucleic acid sequence of 
group III is SEQ ID NO: 50, and the product of group IV is polypeptide. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and they require 
different search among the different groups, the restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper.
